Although Side-oats (Irama is 
rath(M* common in northern Illinois and on the hill prairies alon^ tlu* Missis¬ 
sippi Piver in western Illinois, the collection from Hardin (A)unty n^presents 
the first of this speci(\s from southeastfan Illinois. It occurs on limestone 
bluffs overlooking the Ohio Hiver at Cav(‘-in-Ko(*k. coLLKcaioN data: 
limestone bluffs, Cave-in-Uock State Park, Hardin County, August 10, 1955, 
Mohletihrock 3333. 

C.arex iiiliiniesceiis Paulge is a robust s(‘dge which resembkvs th(‘ 
typical-variety of Cares (frayH. It has be(*n (‘ollectcal in low woods in southern 
Illinois and was known previously in Illinois from Cook and Peoria Counties, 
but had not been collected since 190S. (’ollkc’tion data: northeast of 
Karnak, Illinois, Johnson County, May 30, 1952, Bailey and Sinayne 2437. 

Carex oligocarpa Schk. ex Willd., which is (‘xtremely rare in southern 
Illinois, was collected in a calcarc'ous woods near the base ol a massi\a‘ limestone 
cliff. (’OLLECTioN DATA: ODC mile north of the Pim^ Hills, .lackson County, 

Julv 5, 1955, Mo}derd)rock and Steirart 3437.

C^arex decomposila Muhl. The (\vpress-knee Sedge, known j^reviously 
in Illinois only from tlui I.allue Swamp in rnion County, has been collected 
in a cypress-tupelo gum swamp in Pulaski County where it grows on rotting

Spiranihes ovalis Lindl. Th(^ dis(*ov(My of this species in lAiion (’ounty 
brings to four the number of known stations for it in Illinois. It is apparently 
rare throughout its entire range. Our specimen was growing in a calcareous 
woodland ravine betw(‘(ui linu'stone bluffs. Only one |)lant was lound.

( .ar<liospermIIIll lialieacalMiiii L. I he discovei y of the very interesting 
Balloon vim* in Jackson County marks th(‘ second occurrcaicc* of it in Illinois. 
It grows on scrubby shrubs in a fn^qiuaitly inundated floodplain along the 
Mississippi River, (’ollectiox data: luvir Neunert, Jackson County, 

Brewer. 

Kraxiiiii.s qiiadraiigiilata Michx. 4 he Blue Ash was collected on a 
steep limestone bluff in southw(‘stern Jackson County. This makes the 
second collection for it in southern Illinois, th(‘ other having b(*en made in 
Union Countv. collkitiox data: on(‘ inil(‘. north of the Pine Hills, .lackson 
County, July 5, 1955, MohlenUrock and Steirart 3462. 

Kirkxia claiiiie (U.) Dumort. 1 h(‘ (’anker-i’oot is another of the rail¬ 
road waifs n'cently found in southern Illinois. It was previously known 
from four central and northern counti(\s. collection data: along GAIO 
railroad, Murphysboro, .Jackson County, June 18, 19.55, Mohlenhrock 3413 .—
